This Office action is in response to Applicant's Amendment of June 17 2008 filed 
January 17, 2008 for application serial number 10/680,947, Coupling System for 
Suspended Article and Adapters Therefor, filed October 7, 2003. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Christopher B. Jacobs on September 25, 2008. The application has been 
amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , line 10, "mount and the article mountable thereto" has been changed to 
-mount and the article mountable thereto; wherein elements of the base and the mount 
define the latch mechanism for releasably securing the mount to the base, the latch 
mechanism being accessible when the article is mounted to the mount and when the 
base is secured to the support-. 

Claim 10, line 9, recites "adapter having a different geometric characteristic" has 
been changed to -adapter having a different geometric characteristic; wherein elements 
of the base and the mount define a latch mechanism for releasably securing the mount 
to the base, the latch mechanism being accessible when the article is mounted to the 
mount and when the base is secured to the support-. 
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Claim 15 has been cancelled.
